NfwYork, April 20.— B.O. Dun &

wy«: PreBident Cleveland's decision 
abont redemption of legal tenders, all 
admit has arrested wlmt threateiioil to 
become disturb.Tures. (iold exports 
have ceased, sterling exchange ha« 
fallan to $4.87 1-2, some gold baa gone 
into the treasnry from Boston and 
other cities, uiul rates for money have 
declined from Ki to 4 1-2 per cent. 
Stocks have been stronger, gaining 
about !tl.ri(i per share for the week, and 
Bomo jir'y.luce ni.irkets are rising a^jaiii. 

Yet c()l(i and wet weather and mone- 
ttii v mil i i tiiinty have caused distinct 
depression in trade, collections are al- 
most everywhere behind, and iutei-ior 
money markets are growing closer or 
more constrviitive. Reiiorts from all 
parts of the country indit'ato that trade 
Las been much returdml by bad weath- 
er and unsettled money markets and 
complaints of poor eoUeotiona ar* gen- 
eral. 

Husiness at Boston is not active, in 
dry gootls smaller tliaii last yriir; in 
wool and woi)lens, o tt'>ii, sho'^s anil 
groceries dull; in furniture fair and iu 
lumi 11'. structural btn tnd iMUding 
materiMlrt tcootl. 

At J'hilaiiclphia failures have caused 
some tiiiiiility ;ind r->taii siUes are re- 
stricted by the watlur: wool and dry- 
goods are inactive, sales o; tobacco, liii- 
uors and jewelry small, but tiio uvu- 
cery trade sligiitly improved, wliile 
hardware is I)usy and paints and build- 
ing materials in fair demand. 

Trade is good and building supplies 
active at Baltimore, but m^ney tight. 

At Pittsburg iron is in worse condi- 
tion, but the glass trade fair and trade 
in hardware very good. 

Business at C'loveland is fairly good, 
but hike freif^hts are dt'nioralize<l and 
manufactureil iron active lint lower. 

At Cincinnati the weather and the 
money markets are deincssint?, but th<' 
tobacco trade ia good. Money and col- 
lections are slow at Indi.-mapolis and ar 
Detroit, the weatlier atiecting all trade 

Chicago reports decrea.sed whole:mle 
trade and collections behindhand, retail 
tratli^ and construction work being re- 
tarded by the weather, and building 
materials below last fall's prices. The 
demand for money is bSATJ and banks 
are conservative. 

No improvement is seen at Milwaukee 
and St. Paul rei)orts needing retarded 
by the weather and collections poor. 

At Siou.x ( ily no jianic resulted from 
heavy bank failures, and at liniaha 
trade is very active, but retarded at .St. 
Joseph by bad weather. 

Business is fair at Kansas City, with 
cattle steadier, bat trade is quiet at 
Denver. 

At St. Louis jobbing trade is good, 
collections free and money in greater 
demand. Southern orders are small, 
but cotton seed is in demand for re- 
planting. At points in Tennessee trade 
18 generally sluggish and collections 
small. At Montgomery and at Atlanta 
some improvement is seen, but ai 
Charleston trade is difll. 

New Orleans reports a fair trade with 
a special activity in real estate and 
building materials, but there and at 
most other southern points collections 
are slow. Distribution of products to 
consumers falft short of expfotations. 
Monetary uncertainties and failures 
make iieojile anxious and cautions. 
Wheat seeding has been greatly retard- 
ed by rains, aud much cotton has been 
killotl. and signs of industrial depres- 
sion affect the purchases of millions. 

The dry goods business is plainly tak- 
ing in sail, buying only from hand to 
mouth and waiting for events, so that 
this is called the dullest April for years. 
Hales of wool are greatly reduced, aud 
some grades of ginghams, cambrics and 
other cotton gootls are lower, with 
stocks accumulating. In leather the 
sales have grov/n lighter for weeks and 
Btucks are irrowing. though the boot 
and shoe t^hopa are still working on old 
orders and their shipments are Targe. 

The failure of the Pennsylvania Steel 
company causes much depression and 
makes it harder for other iron concerns 
to obtain accommodations, especially 
in the rail business, because It is doubt- 
ed whether the receivers can renew the 
compact of makers which expires July 
1. Trade in pig iron is^ting.and 
consuuiption or manufactuiW products 
does not encourage hope of better 
prices, th<mgh in plates there is more 
iiKjuiry from shipyards, and in bi-.r 



from carliuilders. Structural iron is in 
demand throughout the country, but at 
low prices. (Jopper has declined, con- 
tracts with consumers at 11 cents for 
lake being reported. Tin is weaker nt 
20.6 cents, and lead at 4.05 cents, nn(l 
agents have reduced western prices ot 
coal 15 cents. 

Removal of anxieties about money 
has strengthened stocks; railroad earn- 
ings continue large and the proposed 
reorganization of the Reading causes 
quite a boom, while some buying froui 
Burope has been reported. Cotton is 
im eighth lower on sales of 800 bales, m 
spite of reported injuries, the pressure 
of heavy stocks being felt aa money 
tightens. Corn has risen a cent and 
pork |1 per barrel, and the speoulatione 
at Chicago seemed to have reviTed wtth 
the bad weather, which delays farming 
operat ions. Even wheat is 
tt'^ cent higher than a 7««^agft with 
sales of 6,u<JO,000 bushels hew,4hoogh 
receipts at the west are stiU Wgry and 
shipments by lake enormous. Rrodooe 
afl^ have improved a littl«.owxar

WORLD'S CONGRESS OF BANKERS 

T* it* Held la Ctaieaco Dnring thm Wui«» 
Jnn« 10 to tti Nf>it. 

New York, April 29. — Khode^' 
Journal of Banking for May will i . n- 
tain tho announcement that a world's 
congress of bankers and financiers is to 
be held in Chicago during the week 
from June 19 to 2G, 1898. Mr. Lyman 
J. Page, president ot the First Nation- 
al bank of Chicago, will preside. 

The address of welcome to foreign 
delegates at the opening of the con- 
gress will, it is expected, bo made by 
the Hon. John Sherman, who will bo 
followed by an amineut banker of tho 
United Statea with a ganaral adftrssa of 
welcome. 

Then will follow the introduction to 
tho congress of delegates from foreign 
countries— England. France. Germany, 
Austria, Russian, Italy. Belgium, Hol- 
land, Japan and China and other na- 
tions. Loch delegate will, it is expect- 
ed, take the opportunity to enlighten 
the congress upon the tianking systems, 
methods, resources and linanc-es of his 
own land. These will be followed by 
other papers aud iiddresses upon gen- 
eral monetary and financial topics. 

1 uriuf,' ttie progress of the congress 
there will i)e several conferences of ex- 
perts in particular braaohsa of banking 

and finance: 

First - A conference of deleg.itoa ap- 
•■'^d by the governors of the several 
and territories and Can;ida to 
comjiare banking systems, methods of 
buh-inee s. baiiking rc^^ources and general 
investments peculiar to each. 

Second— A conference f delegates 
from bankers' associations . i th ■ United 
States and Canada and aUo from bank- 
ers' clubs. A delegate from the London 
Institute of Bankers is expected. Vy.irh 
bankers' association will send lujt more 
than five delegat. a. The discussion will 
be upon tho purposes of association 
among banks ina. the possibility of 
closer union. 

Third -There will bo a conference of 
delegates from clearinghouses in the 
United States. Canada and England to 
consult on clearinghouse methods, and 
to formulate, if possible, some plan of 
union among clearinghouses. 

Fourth— 1 here will be a conference 
of bank examiners and accountants 
from all parte of the world and of su- 
perintendents of banking departments 
under the t^. veral state governments. 

These conferences will bo held in sep- 
arate ronuis during the yrogreas o< the 
coiitcress. if necessary.

Four messenger service com- 
panies yesterday had signs in their of- 
fice windows, '"boys wanted," and they 
are having great difficulty in serving 
their patrons for laok of "kids." Cue 
of the local managers said: "It is even 
worse in some of the other cities, where 
they have been compelled to hire men 
at double and triple the salariea paid 
the boys, but we haven't gotten to that 
stage yet."^

THE MINERS TO QUIT WORK. 



Demand For nn InercMe of Wagei to De 
Followed hj » OlKsntlo Strike If Ro- 
fased— The Whole PIttcburc Diatrlot 
iMVolTod— XUltiA Bendy Wot Datjr in 
OaM •! Tronble. 

Con Miu s. O., April 29.— President 
John Nugent of the Ohio Mine Work- 
ers is here and a meeting of miners will 
bo held iu this city to consider the 
strike rituation. There is very little 
doubt that tha men will be called out, 
as the operatofa haTO shown no indica- 
tions of an intention to pay the incraaas 

demanded. 

The meeting will bo made up of the 
executive board and two delegates 
from each sub-district in tho state, in 
all about Nugent says that the 
men will be called out if the operators 
still decline to a<lvance tha price for 
pick mining 5 cents a ton, and 20,000 
miners will be idle in this state alone. 

The delegates are instructed to stand 
l)y the demand for an advance, and if 
northern illiiiois. Indiana and western 
Pennsylvania, known lus tho Pittsburg 
district, join the Ohio miners the strike 
will lie (luite a formidable affair and 
general. 

The best information is that the 
miners from all tlu se loralitios have 
decided to stand by the < )hio miners. 

Prt'sident Nugent claims that the 
best of feeling exists, but that the 
miners are determineil in their efforts 
to secure an increase and a general 
strike will ba ovdOMd to begin on May 
day. 

ANTICIPATE TROUBLE; 

Orave Feari Exlntlnic of a Minor*' Strike 
to T»kf) Ilace May 1. 

Cincinnati, April 29.— In anticipa- 
tion of trouble among the miners in 
the Hooking valley region, ^a Firat 
regiment of the Ohio national guard is 
making preparations to go there at a 
moment's notice. Adjutant General 
Hawe was in Cincinnati all day yester- 
day aM refuses to deny or affirm that 
he is n«re for the purpose of getting the 
military in shape for a sudden call to 
the Hocking valley, but it is a fact that 
the sergaants of every company in Cin* 
uinnatt belonging to the regiment have 
been furnished with . a list of men 
whom they are to notify personally 
that they are expected to be ready for 
duty May 1. 

The first ser g eant of Company K has 
informed the AmerioaaPress represent- 
ative that he had already aarvaa notice 
upon the quota of men whoaa names 
had been furnished him. 

The matter is common talk on 
'Change, and the local coal men inter- 
ested u the Hocking regton practically 
admit that any violenoa to p r o per ty or 
rioting among tha miners wiU be 
promptiy suppressed.

It Haa Finally Brok* Out In 
Colorado. 

LNDIANS AGAINST SETTLERS. 



KIcht nf tho Liittrr /\Ii<>!i<l7 Killed nnil 
More Ulooilnhed to Follow— The Sltua- 
tlM Tory Crttleal and the United atatee 
Troops Oallod oa Vor Mm ProteetltM mt 
the People. 

Dknver, April 29.— Tho long threat- 
ened war of the Navajo Indians against 
the settlers of the country In the vicin- 
ity of The Lands has come at last, and 
with it the death ci eight settlers. Such 
was tha startling news received by Ad- 
.intant Oeneral Kennedy. The adjn* 
taut general received a telegram from 
Lieutenant Plnnimer, Indian agent of 
tho Na\ H,ioH. Ill whicli he slati d that 
eight white men had been murdered by 
the Indians who are now at war with 
the settlers. He declared that the situ- 
ation is a very critical one dnA asked 
that the troops be called out to prevent 
further bloodshed. 

The telegram was addressed to Gov* 
ernor Waite, but he is out of tho city, 
and the matter was referred by Secre- 
tary Lorentz to the ad.iutant general. 
Lieutenant Pluinmer stated that the 
people below Duraii;,'o are in a wild 
state of excitement, and grave fears are 
entertameil lest the Indians continue 
Their warfare along up the valley. In 
his message the lieutenant states that 
two b.ittles have been fought already. 
The first was early ycitenlay. when live 
men Were killed, nil ^ 'ttleis, while at 
another encounter il.iie more wiiites 
lost their lives, anil iurtlicr bloodshed 
is anticijiated. 

'l iie ad.jutant general forwar led the 
inf iiination to the war deiiaitnient at 
\Va>hington, and it is not uiilikul\ Ihci, 
orders will lie issued from that source 
for the removal of the ironps now 
(juartereil at Fort I.o-ati. Ttiey can 
act out.-ide the state and would be of 
more jivail iu a conflict with the In- 
dian^i than state troops. Adjiiiant Oen- 
eral Kennedy was inclined to regard 
the situation with a good deal of c(/n- 
cern, although cxjires-sing the belief 
that tlie tioulile would not extend very 
far north, 

He declineil to irivo copies of the tel- 
egrams received <ind seiit by him, stat- 
ing that it waa contrary to orders. In 
Speaking of the allair he said that there 
are "iaO buck-; who are rai.-iie.^ tlje dis- 
turbance. 

"They are alliuount li andciiuipped," 
said he. "with the berit ri'peatin« Titles, 
and have amjilo su'i|)liert for ii long 
war. They are a bad lot and reveling 
in plunder and murder. There bus 
been ill feelint: among them for .'I long 
time, and it ha^ at last come to a head. 
The settlers tlown in that country and 
the Indians never could get along in 
pt^ace. The Indians are (.diituuuiUy 
l>lunderiiiL,' ami stealing from tho 
wliites, wiio have submitted tO the 
thelts until the past t>'\v days. 

"The present eonllict was pn-cipitated 
by the re.-i-Iauce of the wliiles to the 
depredations .ii ,(. band of warriors, who 
raided the ^t"c!i ot the catlleiiieii. 

"They drove off a lar^'e herd of cat- 
tle, which they took to the niourttains. 
This so incensed the stoi kiaen tliat they 
organized a large party and went to re- 
cover the cattle. 

"The Indians fled on the approach of 
the cowboys at first, and the cattlemen 
were re.ioicing at what they thought 
very easy victory, and after they had 
secured tiieir cattle started to return to 
their ranges. The.y had prweede*! but 
a very short distance, however, when 
they were attacked from the fiank aa 
they were passing througli a sort of 
slmllow canyon by the entire band of 
m 

"A desperate encounter followed, in 
which five cowboys were killed, and, it 
is believed, a number ot Indians. The 
red men of course had the advantage, 
and from their vantage points up above 
their adversaries fought With telling 
effect upon the cattiemen, who ware 
finally repulsed. 

"They took with them a portioiiol 
the herd of cattle whioh they had re- 
covered, and retreated. The Indiana 
by this time were thoroughly aroused 
and started on a marauding expedition 
across the country." 

The r e a er ration of the Navojoa ia* 
large one, covering some 18,000 square 
miles in the northwestern part of 
New Mexico and northeastern Arizona, 
and extends up to the southern line of 
Colorado. On this there are thonsanda 
of Indians who are liable to go on tha 
warpath. The band of 250 atarted 
from the reservation over in Arixona, 
crossed the line into New Mexico, go- 
ing due east to a town called Jannatt, 
going thence on the San Juan riter 
and are now in that vicinity. 

A dispatch from Durango says: 
Three Imndred Navajos have captured 
Tom \V byte's trading post mission at 
Hogback, on the Ban Juan river, near 
Welsh's ranch. The homes of other 
settiers are surrounded by Indiana, who 
are threatening to kill and burn. 

James Handy arrived from the aoane 
of action, which is about 70 milsa aonth 
of Durango, this morning at 5 o'clock 
and after securing a supply of Ammuni- 
tion for settlers, cnang^ea teams and re- 
turned at once. Agent Bartholomew 
wired the Indian department regarding 
the situation thu morning, but as the 
Navajoa are beyond his juriadiotioD ho 
caa do BOt bing.
